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YOUR  SELECTMEN  REPORT 

This  year  again  we  strongly  recommend  that  Hinsdale  adopt  the  Town 
Manager  plan. 

Three  selectmen,  elected  for  staggered  three-year  terms,  conduct  much 
of  the  town  business. 

In  the  past  years,  the  form  of  government  just  described  functioned 
admirably.  However, in  recent  years  the  day  to  day  job  of  running  the  Town 
has  become  an  ever  increasing  burden.  Population  growth,  expenditures,  and 
services  are  increasing  ever  more  rapidly.  State  and  Federal  agencies,  are 
making  available  more  and  more  of  financial  aid  directly  to  the  town,  but 
you  have  to  go  after  it,  and  this  requires  know  how  and  8  to  5  business 
hours,  and  not  one-night-a-week  selectmen.  The  Town  Manager  would,  of 
course,  be  responsible  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  voters.  This  year  we  have 
a  great  opportunity  to  implement  this  system.  Revenue  Sharing  could  fund 
this  for  the  next  3  years,  also  it  would  give  the  town  a  fair  period  of 
assessment  of  the  plan.  We  repeat  again,  Hinsdale  is  a  town  on  the  move 
and,  let's  not  lose  sight  of  the  future. 

We  thank  you  for  making  our  task  much  easier  by  your  cooperative 
understanding.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HINSDALE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Hinsdale  Planning  Board  was  formed  in  1971  following  a  vote  of  townspeople 
who  saw  the  need  to  protect  and  improve  their  community. 

It  was  recognized  at  that  time  and  especially  now  that  Hinsdale's  location 
near  a  major  interstate  highway  and  its  accessibility  to  railroad  connecting  links 
offers  it  a  growth  potential  which  could  in  a  short  time  have  long  range  impacts 
on  the  community. 

In  the  1960s  the  town  was  the  fastest  growing  community  in  the  region,  with 
expected  residential  and  industrial  growth  offering  both  opportunities  and  threats 
to  the  future. 

People  are  the  most  important  element  in  planning,  and  the  most  important 
thing  was  that  Hinsdale  residents  still  had  the  chance  to  guide  the  direction  of 
the  town'n  growth  and  development. 

The  planning  board  sees  its  role  as  helping  the  town  in  its  efforts  to  control 
its  own  fate.  Now  more  than  ever  members  of  the  board  need  the  support  of  their 
fellow  townspeople. 

The  board's  purpose  is  both  short  and  long  range  in  scope.  It  is  charged 
with  assessing  the  goals  of  the  community  and  with  developing  a  comprehensive 
long-range  plan  to  guide  future  development  in  town. 

However,  rapid  growth  in  town  in  the  past  year  has  limited  the  board  to 
short-range  and  often  controversial  concerns. 

Near  the  end  of  1971  the  board  received  the  authority  to  review  and  rule  on 
proposed  subdivisions.  The  authority  to  use  such  controls  came  just  in  time 
because  the  board  was  inundated  with  applications  for  three  major  subdivisons 
one  of  37  lots,  another  of  27  lots  and  still  another  of  18  lots  in  addition  to 
10  minor  subdivisions  ranging  in  size  from  one  to  10  lots  each. 

The  implications  of  such  rapid  growth  in  some  areas  were  clear.  If  the 
board  used  its  authority  wisely,  it  could  help  prevent  pollution  of  the  town's 
water  supply  wells  and  at  the  same  time  encourage  well-planned  development  which 
would  not  be  a  burden  to  taxpayers. 

The  board  believes  it  has  used  its  powers  wisely,  and  although  the  water 
supply  is  by  no  means  assured  of  its  continued  pristine  qualities,  at  least  the 
taxpayers  have  been  spared  some  of  the  problems  which  might  have  arisen  if  the 
board  had  not  used  its  authority  over  subdivisions. 

The  use  of  this  authority  has  meant  that  the  town  has  brought  a  lawsuit 
against  one  subdivision  for  allegedly  violating  the  community's  subdivision 
regulations. 

In  addition,  the  board  has  established  a  temporary  moratorium  on  development 
in  the  area  of  the  town's  water  supply  wells. 

Despite  these  seemingly  negative  actions  the  board  has  approved  applications 
to  subdivide  land  in  town  but  in  some  cases  only  after  the  subdivider  had  agreed 
to  certain  conditions  set  by  the  board. 

For  instance,  more  than  an  estimated  $65,000  in  future  town  funds  were  saved 
by  requiring  the  Pako  Homes  subdivision  in  North  Hinsdale  to  meet  standards  of  good 
development. 

The  outlook  for  the  future  is  more  of  the  same  time-consuming  work  on 
subdivision  applications;  therefore,  the  planning  board  is  asking  members  of  the 
community  to  approve  the  appropriation  of  money  to  hire  a  planning  consultant  to 
develop  a  comprehensive  plan  and  make  possible  increased  encouragement  of 
industrial  development  which  would  broaden  the  tax  base  and  help  pay  for  schools, 
roads  and  other  essential  services. 

Members  of  the  board  are  also  asking  fellow  townspeople  to  approve  the 
appropriation  of  money  for  a  geological  survey  of  the  area  around  the  town  wells. 


Planning  Board  Continued 

Also  requested  by  the  board  is  the  approval  of  continued  membership  in  the 
regional  planning  commission  and  action  which  can  reduce  the  cost  to  the  town  of 
planned  sewer  system  improvements.  Regional  assistance  in  rubbish  a  disposal 
and  other  general  planning  areas  should  also  save  the  town  large  sums  of  money  in 
the  future. 

Needed,  too,  is  the  adoption  of  a  building  code  to  insure  building  safety 
and  assist  in  fire  prevention  efforts  in  town. 

The  planning  board  also  supports  a  request  made  by  the  Hinsdale  Conservation 
Commission  which  seeks  voter  approval  of  the  appropriation  of  money  to  help  fund 
a  future  U.  S.  Soil  Conservation  Serv  ice  survey  of  the  town's  soils  and  natural 
resources.  Such  a  study  would  serve  as  a  good  reference  point  for  the  needed 
future  development  of  the  town. 

Most  important  of  all  is  the  support  of  Hinsdale  residents  through  participation 
in  the  board's  activities,  suggestions  for  improvement  and  criticism  of  our  efforts. 

The  choices  are  up  to  all  of  us,  and  it  is  clear  that  the  choices  will  have 
to  be  made  soon.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  co-operative  State-town  program. 
The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed  by  the  Director,  Divison  of  Resources 
Development  upon  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  State's  District  Forest 
Fire  Chief  is  responsible  for  fire  suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The 
State  shares  equally  with  the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  except 
illegal  and  careless  fires,  which  are  charged  to  the  responsible  party.  The 
State  further  provides  fire  detection  services,  prevention  programs,  fire  training 
for  town  wardens  and  crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  controls  all  outside 
burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking  fires.  Any  person  wishing  to  kindle 
a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  obtain  a  fire  permit,  free 
of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires 
between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for  commercial 
purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be  an  extremely  useful 
tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to  run  wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous 
and  devastating  force.  Only  you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

School  children  attended  in  office  973 

The  Tine  test  for  tuberculosis  was  done  in  November  on  47  adult  personnel 
in  the  school  system. 

In  April,  May  and  June  general  immunization  clinics  were  held  for  children  of 
preschool  age  through  grade  two  and  180  immunizations  were  given.  Also  56  Tine 
skin  test  for  tuberculosis  were  given.  The  vaccine  is  supplied  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Public  Health.  The  clinic  was  sponsored  by  the  Nursing 
Association.  Dr.  John  Houpis  was  the  attending  physician,  and  volunteer  help 
came  from  members  of  the  association. 

During  the  year  236  school  physical  examinations  were  done  by  the  school  physician 
Dr.  John  Houpis,  with  the  nurse  assisting. 

The  Nurse  performed  854  vision  and  hearing  screening  tests,  during  the  school 
year. 

In  May  the  nurse  and  volunteer  helpers  assisted  in  the  Preschool  vision  and 
hearing  screening  program  for  which  the  State  Department  of  Health  provided 
equipment  and  a  supervisor.  Fifty  six  children  had  vision  screening  and  fifty 
five  children  had  hearing  screening. 

Beginning  in  November,  the  Lions  Club  sponsored  a  Dental  program  for  children 
in  Kindergarten  through  grade  six.  The  program  offered  cleaning  of  teeth, 
fluoride  treatment,  and  instruction  in  dental  hygiene.  The  dental  hygienist 
was  Mrs.  Betty  Tyler,  and  volunteers  from  the  community  assisted.  The  equip- 
ment is  supplied  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  Program. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  nursing  association  was  held  in  January  with  Dr. 
John  Doyle,  Medical  advisor  in  attendance. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  given  so  generously  of  their  time  and 
encourage  new  members  to  become  part  of  the  assoication.

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REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 

During  1972  the  Civil  Defense  effort  of  the  town  of  Hinsdale  was  organized. 
A  Dlan  for  the  evacuation  of  the  town  in  an  emergency  was  developed,  coordinated 
with  the  State  Civil  Defense  Office,  printed  cmd  distributed  to  appropriate  agencies, 
An  emergency  radiological  monitoring  capability  was  developed  by  training  local 
volunteers  in  the  use  of  radiological  monitoring  equipment,  and  four  teams  have 
had  several  practice  exercises  during  the  year.  Two  tests  of  the  alerting 
procedures  were  conducted  by  the  state  during  October  and  November.  These  were 
both  unsatisfactory  from  the  standpoint  of  the  town.  Correspondence  with  the 
state  and  a  personal  visit  during  December  caused  the  change  of  state  procedures 
which  will  be  tested  at  an  early  time.  Fliers  were  printed  and  made  available 
for  each  household  at  Meet  the  Candidates  Night  and  at  Town  Meeting.  These 
fliers  were  condensed  instructions  on  what  to  do  if  the  town  is  evacuated.

Those  wishing  to 
consider  other  aspects  of  the  school  system  or  to  examine  in  greater 
detail  any  item  included  in  this  report,  are  encouraged  to  make 
inquiries. 

Elementary  School 

Enrollment 

The  September  enrollment  was  529  students  which  was  a  decrease  of 
one  over  the  starting  enrollment  in  1971.   The  student  population  has 
remained  reasonably  constant  during  the  school  year.   The  present 
enrollment  is  521.

Miss  Susan  Slyk,  a  1972  graduate  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
joined  our  staff  as  a  teacher  in  Grade  1. 

Mrs.  Vicki  Jordan,  a  1970  graduate  of  Castleton  State  College  and 
who  served  us  as  a  Title  I  aide  in  our  Language  and  Speech  Development 
Program  last  year,  became  a  full-time  teacher  in  Grade  2. 

Mrs.  Amber  Bell,  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  State  College  and 
Mr.  John  Turner,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Delaware  assumed  duties 
as  teachers  in  Grade  6. 
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Mrs.  Justine  Falls,  a  1972  graduate  of  Mt.  Holyoke  College  became 
the  full-time  teacher  in  art  at  our  school  in  September. 

Curriculum 

After  looking  over  several  series  the  staff  decided  on  the  adoption 
of  the  Ginn  360  Reading  program  to  replace  the  present  series.   This  is 
a  basal  reading  system  as  before  but  it  provides  fresh  materials,  new 
stories  and  updated  techniques.   In  September  the  students  in  Grade  1 
and  2  began  the  program  and  it  is  expected  that  Grade  3-6  will  begin 
the  new  series  in  September  of  1973.   It  can  be  reported  at  this  time 
that  the  new  materials  have  been  well  received  by  both  teachers  and 
students  and  that  there  are  indications  of  good  progress  by  students. 

In  one  section  of  Grade  5,  Mrs.  DeAngelis  has  been  using  an 
individualized  reading  program  in  conjunction  with  the  basal  system  this 
year.   If  this  combined  program  proves  to  be  an  advantage  to  students  in 
achieving  a  greater  knowledge  of  and  interest  in  reading  we  would  hope 
to  gradually  expand  it  to  the  other  intermediate  grades. 

The  inclusion  of  a  full-time  art  person  on  our  staff  has  made 
possible  weekly  art  lessons  for  all  students  including  the  kindergarten 
children.   In  addition  Mrs.  Falls  is  able  to  work  with  small  groups  of 
students  on  art  projects  several  times  each  week. 


Special  Education  Services 

At  the  present  time  47  different  children  are  given  additional  help 
in  our  Learning  Center,  some  receiving  assistance  more  than  once  a  day. 
Help  is  being  given  in  many  areas  including  reading  readiness,  beginning 
reading,  phonetic  skills,  motor  coordination  exercises,  language  develop- 
ment, speech  practice,  beginning  arithmetic,  arithmetic  drill,  listening 
skills,  and  more.   The  staff  continues  to  search  new  and  varied  tech- 
niques to  aid  our  students  in  attaining  a  basic  education  in  the  funda- 
mentals. While  much  remains  to  be  done,  we  are  pleased  with  the  results 
of  our  efforts  in  working  with  the  children  whose  educational  needs  go 
beyond  those  that  can  reasonably  be  provided  for  in  regular  classrooms. 
Much  credit  goes  to  Miss  Osborn  and  her  helpers  for  achievements  in 
this  area  of  our  program.

Mr.  Bruce  Blanchette,  who  graduated  from  State  University  of 
New  York  and  who  taught  in  that  state,  has  become  the  High  School's 
first  full  time  Art  Instructor, 

Mrs,  Linda  Hecker,  a  graduate  of  Brandeis  University  and  the 
University  of  Hartford,  has  joined  our  English  department. 

We  have  also  added  to  our  custodial  staff  Mr.  Alan  Butler  and 
Mr,  Stephen  Howe,  Both  men  divide  their  time  between  the  Elementary 
and  High  School,        ■ 

Curriculum 

We  plan  for  the  School  Year  1973-74  to  adopt  a  complete  elective 
program  for  the  Juniors  and  Seniors  in  the  field  of  English. 

The  English  program  at  this  level  will  be  divided  into  two  eighteen 
week  segments.   The  Junior  and  Seniors  will  then  choose  from  a  group  of 
six  electives  the  courses  they  wish  to  pursue  for  each  of  the  two 
eighteen  week  periods.   Their  choices  will  be  made  with  the  help  of  the 
English  department,  and  our  Guidance  director. 

With  this  program,  the  students  interest  will  become  a  prime 
factor  in  his  English  training.  We  feel  this  approach,  emphasizing 
the  students  interest,  will  improve  the  students  English  skills. 
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Athletics 

We  would  be  remiss  if  we  did  not  give  credit  in  this  report  to 
the  athletes  of  our  school,  and  our  Athletic  Department,  for  the 
extraordinary  achievements  realized  in  the  area  of  Athletics  during 
the  past  school  year.   For  a  school  the  size  of  Hinsdale  High  School, 
to  win  three  consecutive  State  Championships  in  one  year  is  unprece- 
dented in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.   I  am  sure  we  are  all  justly 
proud  of  those  involved. 

Educational  Needs 

It  is  easy  to  emphasize  the  increase  in  enrollment,  number  of 
classrooms,  size  of  staff,  budget  --  and  forget  that  these  are  means, 
not  ends.   It  would  seem  that  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of 
education  should  demand  at  least  as  much  emphasis  as  the  tabulation 
of  quantity. 

There  are  a  number  of  programs  which  require  financial  support 
over  and  above  that  required  for  typical  schools  if  we  are  to  have 
quality  education.   Programs  that  require  specially  trained 
instructors,  special  equipment,  supplementary  materials,  individually 
designed  curriculums,  and  even  specially  designed  classrooms  cost 
more  than  the  basic  elementary  and  secondary  programs  provided  by 
most  school  districts.  What  are  some  of  our  educational  needs? 

Approximately  eight  per  cent  of  the  total  school  population 
require  special  programs  to  assist  in  overcoming  physical,  mental,  or 
emotional  handicaps.   Children  in  these  categories  have  needs  which 
require  that  they  be  taught  by  teachers  with  special  knowledge  and 
skills  using  special  materials  and  equipment.  While  we  are  proud  of 
the  special  education  program  in  our  elementary  school,  a  similar 
program  for  older  children  is  needed  at  the  secondary  level. 

In  an  expanding  technological  society  the  necessity  for  youngsters 
to  develop  vocational  competence  is  more  urgent.   Programs  need  to  be 
designed  to  help  young  people  evaluate  their  own  aptitudes,  interests, 
and  abilities  as  they  relate  to  occupational  opportunities  in  our 
area.  Greater  knowledge  and  skill  in  consumer  and  environmental 
education  is  required  by  the  effective  citizen. 

Children  with  serious  learning  problems,  emotional  difficulties, 
and  social  maladjustments  require  tutorial  and  remedial  educational 
assistance.   Some  may  require  institutional  care.   Programs  are  needed 
to  deal  with  victims  of  impoverishment,  delinquents,  school  dropouts, 
unmarried  pregnant  girls,  and  those  who  are  so  disoriented  and  dis- 
organized that  they  cannot  function  in  the  regular  classroom  environ- 
ment. 

Educational  Equality 

The  dollar  is  certainly  not  the  only  requirement  for  equality  in 
education.   On  the  other  hand,  one  seldom  finds  superior  quality  at  a 
low  cost.   The  most  serious  aspect  of  the  problem  of  financing  public 
schools  is  not  one  of  indifference,  but  rather  inability.   By  the 
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accident  of  birth,  a  child  may  receive  a  superior  education  in  an 
affluent  connnunity  or  be  shortchanged  in  a  poverty-stricken 
community.   That  the  life  possibilities  of  children  should  depend 
upon  circumstances  beyond  their  control  and  that  their  educational 
opportunities  should  be  determined  by  the  resources  which  are  avail- 
able in  the  place  where  they  live,  is  grossly  unfair. 

Correcting  these  gross  inequities  will  require  that  public 
school  financing  take  a  drastically  different  form.   Current  tax 
methods  urgently  need  restructuring  and  while  federal,  state  and 
local  districts  all  have  appropriate  roles  to  play  in  providing 
public  education,  decisions  concerning  education  should  always  be 
made  by  the  lowest  level  of  government  that  can  efficiently  make  the 
decision. 

Our  citizens  agree  that  every  child  should  have  the  opportunity 
for  a  good  education  but  we  must  stop  perpetuating  the  myth  that 
universal  education  and  equal  education  are  synonymous.   The  time  has 
come  to  seek  new  directions  in  the  process  of  raising  and  allocating 
revenues  if  we  are  to  achieve  the  goal  of  equality  in  education.
